concerned deposit at least 5 per cent of the three years deficit ‘into the Government Treasury. 
Accordingly the management ofthe school have deposited Rs 3,150 plus Rs 353 in the ` 
treasury at Amritsar vide Chalan No. S/30, dated 4th September, 1965 and No. 5/14, 
dated 31st August, 1965. 


The management has received a subsequent communication from the department 
enquiring viz. if it has deposited Rs 7,045 plus Rs 23,000 in the treasury. The first 
amount related to three years deficit and the second related to shortage in the school 
building and furniture. | 


In this connection it is stated that the committee under took to pay. Government 
a sum of Rs 23,000 in the year 1962. The Committee could easily have paid this amount 
if the school could have been taken over in the years 1961 or 1962 


Withintroduction of freeeducationandsettingup ofnewschoolsin*thesurrounding 
villages, the school has been running in deficit. The position of the committee has become 
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so weak thatitcan notrunthe schoolany longerandcontemplatestoclose itimmediately 
It is in the fitness of the things to mention here tha t this village is in-habited by 195 
families of military personnel and it is not desirable to collect any contribution from the 
families of military pefsonnels. The other families are too poor to makeany contribution 
More over half the population cf this village belongs to the scheduled and backward 
classes communities and the rest residents of this village are also very poor and helpless 
to make any contribution as the village is located in flood affected area 


The most glaring example of sacrifice of this village in the present Pak aggression 
is that shaheed Sardar Harbans Singh, A.S.I. P.A.P., son of Shri Banta Singh, Tarsikka 
had laid down hislife at Mhor Choki in Udhampur Tehsil in Jammu sector and has thus 
raised the headof this village in defending the mother land

The amount of Rs 3,000 was assessed on account of the cost of construction of one 
drawing room, one store room, and one clerk room, furniture and equipment. The ` 
above deficiency of accommodation has been wrongly assessed as the building of the . 
school is sufficient for a high school. It appears that the accommodation provided on the ` 
upper storey had not been taken into account as it was not shown in the plan of the school 
building. The rooms built on the upper floor can be utilized for the accommodation 
considered to be deficient. Thus the amount of Rs 23,000 need not be recovered from

DISCUSSION ON GOVERNOR’S ADDRESS I "a 


Shri Ram Saran Chand Mital (Narnaul) : Sir, 1 beg to move— 


That an Address be presented to the Governor in the following terms :— 


“That the members of the Vidhan Sabha assembled in this Session are deeply 
grateful to the Governor for the Address which he has been pleased to 
deliver to both the Houses of the State Legislature assembled together 
on the 14th February, 1966." 


Sir, before I deal with the resolution which I have just moved, 1 would 
like to give expression to my feelings in regard to what happened the day 
before yesterday when the Governor came to address the Legislature. It 
was, for the first time, that the Punjab Legislature was addressed by a Punjabi 
as Governor, a non-controversial figure of saintly character devoting his 
time and energy to the service of the State and the Nation. But, most 
unfortunately, when he began to address the House, some friends of the | 
Opposition tried to create disturbance. One Member of the Jan Sangh a G, 
Group even questioned the validity of his appointment as acting Governor, 
although much time has since elapsed, one session has already passed and | 
most of us have enjoyed his hospitality at parties at the Raj Bhavar. Then | 
Sir, the Communist Party and several Members of the Akali Pariy staged | 
a Walk-out. Allthese things were ugly scenes not befitting our Legislators. | 
Besides being a slight to the constitutional Head of the State, I think we, ! 
as Lezislators, feel humiliated by the enactment of such a scene of ugly de- E 
monstrations. Everybody knows that the Address, which the Governor 
reads, contains an account ofthe past performance of the Ministry and its 
future plans and policies. The Governor is not personally responsible 
for allthat. He, as the Head of the State, has to read the Address. The 
entire function is a very solemn function held under the provisions of the 
Constitution. We are all under oath to observe the Constitution and 
the conventions properly in letter as well as in spirit. Yet I do not under- 
stand why such scenes are allowed to be enacted. The Constitutional a 
experts, Speakers’ conferences and various other bodies have deliberated 
over such affairs and have unanimously disapproved of this method.. Qurs. 
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is a democracy and in a democracy Government is carried on by dis- x 


cussion. I can very well understand that they may not agree with the 
policies of the Government. I can also visualize that they may not approve 


I of the future plans. They may have many things to criticise and vehemently | 
criticize the past activities of the Government. That can ve understood. f 

To ventilate their feelings today is the appropriate and proper time. Here | 

they can criticize the Government to their hearts’ satisfaction, of course, | 

Š within the constitutional decorum and propriety. But the things which | 


they did day-before-yesterday in this Chamber are unbecomine and I would | 
request you to devise ways and means to prevent such things in future at | 
least. | 
Coming now, Sir, to the merits of the resolution, the year which is 
now just coming to a close, the financial year 1965-66, if anybody were to | 
as what were the outstanding events that occurred in this year, the answer 
would at least be, to my knowledge, tt cannor be otherwise, that the out- 1 
standing events are the Indo-Pakistan conflict ; the deaths Rd the most | 
important great leaders and other important personalities of the country 
and , Sir, the failure of rains in Punjab giving rise to drought and faminy 
T conditions in the State—im some 1 i theterrible consequences 
of all these events. Naturally, Sir, the Governor’s Address must be domi- 
nated by these outstanding events. Para 3 at page 2 of the Address 
reads— | 
“The past year has been a period of trial and tribulation. My . Government 
was faced with an sb bet शाळा and unprecedented situation when 
Pakistan launched aggressive military action against the territorial integrity 
of our country. Whereas our armed forces personnel enhanced their 
prestige by their many deeds of daring, courage and sacrifice, our people 
in Punjab—cultivators, traders, workmen and women everywhere—also 
exhibited rare qualities of resourcefulnéss, forbearance and fortitude 
and gave valuable assistance to the army and the police in many ways, 
and the public services of all categories played their role magnificently... ."*. 


The Address, Sir, contains many details of the various activities of the 
Government. The public, the officials and all concerned during this 
Indo-Pakistan confltct—we call it a conflict because there was no formal 
declaration of war otherwise to all intents and purposes it was nothing short 
of a reeular war and it was a terrible war—played their role magnificently. 
The consequences of this conflict were very serious. At least for the first 
time Punjab was involved in this conflict. Punjab became more or less a 
battle-field. Of course, there were other States, Jammu and Kashmir. 
Rajasthan and, to some extent, Gujrat also. But Jammu and Kashmir 

. and Punjab had to bear the brunt of this war, and what the public did, what 
‘the Government did, what the officers did, what other sections of the popula- 
tion including the Opposition did, that has received admiration not only 
‘ of the people of Punjab but of the entire country. Our great leaders have 

unequivocally appreciated our work, our performance. In 1962, Sir, there 
was Chinese aggression. At that time also we made huge preparations. 
Of course, at that time the late Sardar Partap Smgh Kairon was at the head 
of the administration and the work done at that time served as a model and 
à pattern during this Indo-Pakistan conflict. At that time also the work of 
Punjabis was appreciated so much that the State Governments of Madhya 
Pradesh and Rajasthan set apart vast tracts of land for the Punjabi personnel | 
of the Armed Forces and at all hands that work was much appreciated. 1 
mE This time the conditions were more serious and those at the helm of affairs 
in Punjab acquitted themselves very well. It was a joint co-operative 
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effort. Ido not go into the details. They are well described in the Address x 
and several pamphlets and booklets published by the State Government ` — 

| I had an opportunity, Sir, to tour the Punjab right from my home town 

Narnaul, up to Amritsar with Chaudhri Ranbir Singh. At Amritsar I 

| found Sardar Gurdial Singh Dhillon at his job and Captain Rattan Singh 

as well. I crossed the Wagha border and went to the place where shelling 

was going on. [ Sardar Gurnam Singh, a Member of the Panel of 

Chairmen in the Chair.] 

Sir, I cannot forget and will never forget the enthusiasm I noticed 
at that time among the people from one corner of the State to the other 
cornor of the State. A soldier of another State entering the sacred soil of 
Punjab, from Delhi right up to Amritsar, will never forget the enthusiasm 
hospitality and codiality with which he was welcomed. There are many 
other things but I need not go into the detail 

Sir, war is undesirable. It brings desiruction, loss of life and property 
but many a time it is a blessing in disguise as well. The State of Jammu | 
and Kashmir is predominently inhabited by Muslims and Pakistan tried to aa 
pose herself as a champion of the rights of the Muslims. But, Sir, it is-a 
very pleasant and happy thing to note that the blood of the Muslims of 
Jammu and Kashmir and other States of India mingled with the blood of 
Hindus, Sikhs, Anglo-Indians, Parsies and other people inhabiting this 
Sub-continent for the defence of the motherland. 

Pandit Chiranji Lal Sharma : Sir, the hon. Member is speaking on 
the Governor’s Address and it was expected of him that he would throw 
some light on the future policies of the Government but he is talking of the 
war which is a dead past. I would, therefore, through you, Sir, request 
the hon. Member to enlighten as to what the Government is going to do 
in the future

patience and tolerance.........

Shri Ram Saran Chand Mital: Sir, what I was driving at was that 
the sacrifices that we have made willnot goin vain. That is one view about 
this Address. I will also come to that part of the Address to which Pandit 
Chiranji Lal Sharma made a reference. Sir, the second outstanding event 
is the death of several leaders, Shri Lal Bahadur Shastri, Gen. Kulwant 
Singh, General Thimayya, Dr. Bhabha and Dr. Gadgil, our former 
Governor. The House has already passed Resolutions of condolence 
But the places of Shri Lal Bahadur Shastri, Dr. Bhabha and the Generals 
cannot be filled up. That is our permanent loss 

The third outstanding event is the failure of the rain-fall and the crea- 
tion of the drought conditions. Here I am referring to the words of the ° 
Governor himself— | | | 


- 6€ 
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"TT we are confornted with another grim problem caused by the failure of rains 
and the resultant drought. There has been a serious shortage  ofrainin ` 
the entire State, but the conditions are particularly bad in the districts of 
Hissar, Rohtak and Mohindergarh’ | 
Then of course the Government has made financial provisions to meet the 
famine conditions. . At least about Mohindergarh district, the place where ` 
I come from, Lcan say that this famine appears almost every year in some . 
parts of the district. I have been making repeated assertions on this. point - — 
in this House and elsewhere. I have been requesting the Government tò- 
take some permanent measure so that we may not have repetition of such’ 
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conditions. Here in the Governor's Address there is some indication 
of what the Government is doing :— 


“My Government has projected itself further too and constituted a Committee 
with the Financial Commissioner, Revenue as a Chairman, to prepare a 
plan for dealing with this problem on a permanent basis in the drought 
affected region of Hissar, Mohindergarh, Gurgaon and Rohtak Districts as 
well as the Una Sub-Division and Kandi area of Garhshankar. 


Sir, the Committee no doubt would prepare its plan. The Financial Com- 
missioner, Revenue, seems to be a good fellow but I would suggest that 
I unless you provide the irrigation facilities there cannot be any permanent 
solution. Wherever there is a scope Government may extend the canals 
but in several parts of the drought affected regions, canals cannot be easily 
dug. For that purpose the Government must resort to energisation of 
tubewells and of pumping sets and they would not mind spending whatever 
is required. No question of scarcity of materials, no question of lack of 
finances. These things should not come in the way and I would suggest 
to the Government that they should stary forthwith electrification beginning 
m from the southern most part of this State, namely, Nangal Chaudhri Block 
right upto the northern most part of this State. Unless they spend a good 
deal of amount it set apart for that purpose forthwith without any loss of 
time and without even awaiting for the results of the Committee set up, 
these problems cannot easily be solved. I am sure, this is the Budget time, 
the Government must take notice of these things. 

Sir, now I come to the other aspects of the Governor's Address. The 
hon. Member Pandit Chiranji Lal Sharma was very anxious to know about 
the future plans of the Government. There are two aspects of the future 
plans. For one we shall have to wait till the Budget Estimates are placed 
before the House and for the other it is abvious that we are being hit by 
drought, we are being hit by the consequence of the Indo-Pakistan conflict 
and naturally the Government must suain every nerve to normalise the 
economic conditions prevailing in the State. There is no escape from it. 
They must do it. The Address of the Governor makes a mention of it and 
about the future plans of the Government. I refer to page 8 of the Gover- | 
nor’s Address. It reads— |

“One piquant lesson which has been brought home significantly by the Emergency 
is that the economy of the country must become self-reliant at the earliest 
stage, specially in the matter of food production......."' 


About food production it says— 


“We have suitably expanded our programme for the supply of seeds, fertilizers, | 
improved agricultural implements, plant-protection equipment and pesti- 


cides during the year."

Then | 

the prices go high. That youcannoteasilyavoid. Itisa very very complex | 

machinery. Unless allthe sections of the population co-operate, unless the au 

entire machinery is stirred, all this is inevitaole. I accept that there are 

laxities in the administration. There are laxities in our character. And, 

it is not the fault of that administration or that Government alone. It is 

our own fault and it is the fault of all of us. We cannot blame the Govern- 

ment alone (Interruptions) 

What I feel is that so far as the future plans are concerned, the entire atten- 

tion of the Government is now concentrated upon the restoration ofthe old 

normal conditions of our economic life. But, for that you cannot have a 

magician's wand. You cannot restore everything in a day. That takes 

time. There are certain limitations as well. We have to look to our finan- 

cial resources. The Governor's Address gives a description of the Third 

and Fourth Five-Year Plans. You have made some savings. We have 

spent more than what we have. We have spent on defence. The figures 

are there. I need not go into them. The only point that I want to make 

out is that at this time the machinery of the Government is devoted to the 

restoration of the normal economic conditions. In industries, there is a 

loss of industrial output worth about Rs 15 crores of rupees. There are 

so many difficulties, All-India difficulties, foreign exchange difficulties and > 

soon.

Then, Sir, the Governor has paid a rich tribute to the teachers, 
students and other departments for their substantial contributions to the 
Punjab Defence and Security Relief Fund. Forthis collection of funds, 
no doubt, huge afforts had to be made. But, inregard to the teachers, 
yesterday when I was reading some Paper in the Library, I found a news 


item which I wish to bring to the notice of the House and through you, ' 


Sir, to the State Government as well. It is published in ‘Patriot’ (Punjab 
dition, dated the 16th February, 1966. The news is from Ludhiana. I 
will read three or four lines of it— 


“At a public meeting jointly organised by the Punjab Government Teachers’ 
Union, the Pepsu Government Teachr’s Union and the Subordinate 
Educational Services Teachers’ Union under the Presidentship of Mr. 
Madan Gopal, President of the Government Teachers’ Union, a resolution 
protesting against what they called forcible cuts being made in teachers’ 
salaries in Punjab for buying gold was passed”. 


This may be an exaggeration. Ido not know much aboutit. Of 
course, we have to accept donations for purchasing gold or towards the 
Punjab Defence and Security Relief Fund voluntarily from every section 
of the society including the Government employees and teachers inthe 
schools. Teachersare proverbially poor. But I would suggest to the 
Government not to employ the teachers or the students for collection 
purposes. The teacher’s job is very very sacred and to employ a teacher 
for collection purposes is not proper. That goes against his profession 
and by this we are reducing his status. I will confine myself to this much 
only thatthey may kindly pay attention to this newsitemappearingin the 
Press. But otherwise we are glad that contributions are pouring in from 
all quarters. Ofcourse, good deal of progress. has been made in various 
directions, spread of education, technical education and so on. But one 
point I do not find here, Girls’ education, female education. I do not 
know whether any special efforts have been made to spread girls’ educa- 
tion because in my district, in my tehsil, I find that hardly any improve- 
ment has been made for the spread of girls’ educaticn. That is very 
necessary, Otherwise one section of the population remains backward. 
| Then, Sir, I come to the Hariana question. No doubt a Com- 
mittee had been appointed to suggest measures for the development of 
Hariana and we are told, it has submitted its report as well and we quite 
feel that the only thing that the Governor has said in his Address is that 


the report of the Committee will receive consideration. The fact remains ° 


that the Committee submitted an interim report many months ago so that 
the Government could take action thereon there and then and in this 
budget session we expect....

(a) There are two Executive Officers Acts in force in this State, viz., (1)thePunjab 
Municipal (Executive Officer) Act, 1931 and (2) the Patiala Municipal (Executive Officers) 
Act 2003 BK. The Punjab Municipal (Executive Officer) Act, 1931, applies to the erst- 
while Punjab territory and the Patiala Municipal (Executive Officers) Act, 2C03 BK, 
applies to the erstwhile Pepsu territory. 


In the erstwhile Punjab territory, the Municipal Committee is required to appoint 
an Executive Officer, for a renewable term of 5 years, by a resolution to be passed by not 
less than 5/8th of the total number of members constituting the Committee for the time 
being, at a meeting convened for the purpose of appointing an Executive Officer, at which 
no other business may be transacted, within three months from the date of extension of 
the provisions of the Punjab Municipal (Executive Officer) Act, 1931, to particular muni- 
cipalities and obtain approval of Government, failing which State Government may 
appoint an Executive Officer for a renewable period not exceeding five years. Onthe 
other hand, in the erstwhile Pepsu territory, all appointments of Executive Officers are 
made by the State Government. | | | 


There is no provision regarding dismissal of an Executive Officer in either of the two 
aforesaid Acts. He can, however, be suspended or removed. According to the Act, 
applicable to the erstwhile Punjab territory, an Executive Officer may at any time be sus- 
pended or removed from office by tlie State Government and he shall be so suspended or 
removed if at a meeting of the Committee convened to consider the question of his sus- 
pension or removal notless than 5/8th of the total number of members constituting the 
Committeefor the time being vote in favour of his suspension or removal. On the_other 
hand in the erstwhile Pepsu territory, an Executive Officer may at any time be suspended 
or removed from office by the State Government suo moto on the recommendations of 
the Committee, if at its meeting convened to consider the question of his suspension or 
removal, not less than 5/8th of the total number of members constituting the Committee 
for the time being vote in favour of his suspension or removal. 


(b) Yes. The Punjab Municipal Bill, 1963, has already been introduced in the <. 
State Legislature. With the enactment of this Bill, the Punjab Municipal Act, 1911 the 
Punjab Municipal (Executive Officer) Act, 1931 and the Patiala Municipal (Executive 
Officers) Act, 2003 B.K., will be repealed and the present institution of the Executive 
Officers will be replaced by the Punjab Service of Municipal Chief officers.

In your Memo. under reference 
itis said that according to the Sarpanch the relevant documents were lost and he got a 
report recorded in the daily diary of P. S. Jandiala. This report dated 26th March 
1964, appears to have been lodged with S. H. O., Beas actually and it was stated there 
in that the Panchayat record was lost on his way back to home from BD.O. and P. O.'s 
office. As against this on the proceeding day viz., 25th March, 1964 this very Sar- 
panch met A. S. I., Baj Singh and told him that he had already delivered the record 
in the office of the B. D. and P.O. Tarsikka, and this statement was made by him in the 

" presence of Sarvshri Gopal Singh, Sarjit Singh, Members Panchayat and Jagdish Singh. 
It will be seen that the statements are contradictcry and it is not difficult to see that the 
Sarpanch had deliberately denied to hand over the charge. There is every apprehen- 
sion and likelihood that same amount has been embezzled by him.

ORDER 


The petitioners in the present and connected habeas corpus petitions are the mem- 
bers of the Communist Party of India who have been ordered to be detaiued under rule 
30(1)(b) of the Defence of India Rules by the Punjab Government. One of the main 
grounds on which the detention has been assailed is that though the order for detention 
was made formally by the Punjab Government it was in pursuance of a directive issued 
by Shri Gulzari Lal Nanda, Union Home Minister, that the petitioners were ordered 
to be detained. It is contended that the State Government did not independently take its 
decision to detain the petitioners and merely carried out the behest of the Union Home 
Minister. This contention has been resisted on behalf of the respondents and it averred 

ह that the decision to detain the petitioners was taken by the State Government indepen- 
dently. As the matter is of somc importance and arises in a large number of pétitions I 
am of the view that to secure an authoritative pronouncement on the subject it should 
be decided by a large Bench. I accordingy direct that papers may be laid before my Lord 
the Chief Justice for referring the matter to a larger Bench.

ORDER OF THE DIVISION BENCH 


Forty-eight petitions have been filed under section 491, Criminal Procedure Code, read 
with Article 226 of the Constitution by various individuals and one petition has been 
filed under section 491, Criminal Procedure Code, by R.P. Manchanda. All the petiti- 
oners have been ordered to be detained under Rule 30(1)(b) of the Defence of India Rules 
by orders of the Government of Punjab. The first 48 petitioners are apparently all 
members of the so-called Left Wing of the Communist Party of India which is generally 
suppos ed to be Pro-Chinese and the orders under which their detention was ordered were 
all dated the 29th of December, 1964. The orders are in identical terms and I cite that 
issued regarding Harkishan Singh Surjeet petitioner as an example : 


*WHEREAS Shri Harkishan Singh Surjeet, son of Harnam Singh, resident of 

. Bundhala, district Jullundur, is reported to be indulging in anti-national 

l and pro-Chinese propaganda and as such his activities are prejudiciai to the 
Defence of India and Civil Defence ; 


AND WHEREAS the Governor of Punjab is satisfied in respect of the said 
Harkishan Singh Surjeet that with a view to preventing him from acting in 
a manner prejudicial to the Defence of India and Civil Defence itis necessary 
that the said Harkishan Singh Surjeet be detained ; 


NOW, therefore, in pursuance of the rrovisions of rule 30(1)(b) of the Defence of 
India Rules, the Governor of Punjab hereby directs that the said Harkishan 
Singh Surjeet be detained at Rohtak in the District Jail and in matters relat- 
ing to the maintenance, discipline.......... the said Harkishan Singh 
Surjeet shall be governed by the Punjab Detenus Rules, 1950, as 
amended up to date." 


The signature is that of the Deputy Secretary to Government, Punjab, in the Home De- 
partment, but it is not disputed.that the orders were issued in the name of the Governor 
by the Home Minister, Shri Darbara Singh. 


In the case of R.P. Manchanda, the order is dated the 5th of April, 1965. It reads: 


“WHEREAS Shri Ram Parkash Manchanda, son of Shri Attar Singh, Assistant, 
Officer of the Life Insurance Corporation of India, Chandigarh, is reported 
to be indulging in activities prejudicial to the maintenance of public safety 
MEM maintenance of public order and peaceful conditions ; 
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AND WHEREAS the Governor of Punjab is satisfied in respect of the said Shr | 
Ram Parkash Manchanda that with a view to prevent him from acting in a 
manner prejudicial to the maintenance of public safety and public order it m 
is necessary that the said Shri Ram Parkash Maachanda b2 detained; 

NOW, therefore, in pursuance of the provisions of rule 30 (1)(b) of the Defence 

of India Rules, the Goverhor of Punjab hereby directs that the said Shri 
Ram Parkash Manchanda be detained at Ferozepur in the District Jail and 
in matters relating to maintenance, discipline..... nares the said Ram 
Parkash Manchanda shall be governed by the Punjab Detenus Rules, 1950, 
as amended up to date.” 

Again the signature on the order is that of the Deputy Secretary in the Home Derartment 

and again it is not disputed that the Home Minister was responsible for it. 


The petitions of the Left Wing Communists have been referred to a larger 
Bench by my learned brother Khanna J. because of the importance cf the Point raised 
that although the orders for detention of the petitioners were formally made by the 
Punjab Government it wasin pursuance of a directive issued by Shri Gulzari Lal Nanda, | 
the Union Home Minister, andit was contended thatthe Stare Government did not | 
independent!y take the decision to detain the petitioners. The petition of R.P. » 
Manchanda was also referred by my learned brother because of the difficulty and 
importance of the point raised that the order was made by Shri Darbara Singh in his 
capacity as Home Minister and according tothe Business of the Punjab Government 
Allegation Rules of 1961 there was no Home Department and so Shri Darbara Singh 
could not passan order for thedetention of the petitioner in his capacity as Home 
Minister. This roint also arises in connection with the detention of the Left Wing 
Communists. 

The point on whichthe reference to a larger Bench was though necésSary in 
the petitions of the Left Wing Communists appears tohave been settled 
by the recent decision ofthe Supreme Court in the writ petition 
filed by K. Ananda Nambiar and another v. TheChief Secretary, Government of Madras 
and others, Civil Writ No. 47 of 1965, decided on the 27th of October, 1965. In that 
case the order -for the detention of the petitioners had apparently been passed by 
the Chief Minister of Madras and the argument was raised that the Chief Minister 
had notreally satisfied himself regarding thejustification for detention but had been 
unduly influenced by certain pronouncements ofthe Union Home Minister. The 
matter is dealt with the following passage inthe judgement by Gajendragadkar CJ. 
who delivered the judgment of the Court:— 


‘*Bedsides, itis urged that the Chief Minister of Madras passed these orders with- 
out satisfying himself that it was ‘necessary to issue them. He was f 
influenced by what the Union Home Minister had already decided in | 
regard to the petitioners. it is not as a result of the satisfaction of the * 
Chief Minister himself that the petitioners had been detained, the orders of | 
detention have been passed against the petitioners solely because the | 
Union Home Minister was satisfied that they should be detained. That, — 
in substance, is the grievance made before vs by Mr. Chatterjee against the 
validity of the impugned orders of the detention. 


It appears that the Union Home Minister made certain statements in his broad- 
cast to the nation from the All India Radio on January 1,1965, and in 
reply toa debate on the Budget Demands of the Ministry of Home 
Affairs in the Lok Sabha on April 27, 1965. This is what the Union 
Home Minister is reported to have said in his broadcast :— 


‘As you are aware, a number of leaders and active workers of the Left Communist 
Party of India have been detained during the last three days. We 
have had totake this step for compelling reasons for the internal 
and external security of the country. Itis painful to us to deprive any 
citizen of this free country of his liberty and itis only after the most 
careful thought that we have taken this action. 


This very disagreeable decision was taken after giving the most serious thought 
to all (Sic) that he would be taking a serious risk with the external and 
internal security of the country if we did not act immediately.’ w 
“This is what the Union Home Minister is reported to have said in the Lok Sabha: 
(It is a matter of regret to me that I have had to make myself responsible 
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for throwing into prison a fairly large number of citizens of this.country 

I look into the cases personally. I may say thatit may be that someerror 
may have occurred here and there ; that test hasto be ‘satisfied. We 
have to make sure that it is because of our clear appreciation of the acti- 
vities which we may call pro-Chinese, disloyal activities, subversive activities, 
one way or another, that we have to resort to this kind of action. If 
on any person, any detenu on his part, it can be said that there was a 
mistake made, that he actually is not pro-Chinese and he is a loyal citizen 
of the country I personally am prepared to look into each case and again 
satisfy myself that no wrong has done orno injustice has been done 


“For the purpose of dealing with the present petition, we are assuming that the 
petitioners can rely upon these two statements. The learned additional 
Solicitor General no doubt contended that these statements were not 
admissible and relevant and had not been duly proved. Besides, according 
to him, some of the statements produced were also inaccurate; even so, 
he was prepared to argue on the basis that the said statements can be 
considered by us, and so, We have not th ought it necessary to decide the 
question about the relevance or admissibility or proof of these statements 
in the present proceedings | 


In appreciating the effect of these two statements, itis necessary to refer to these 
statements made on affidavit by the Chief Minister of Madras and the 
Chief Secretary to the Government of Madras respectively. This is what 
the Chief Minister of Madras has stated on oath—

‘Consequent upon the outbreak of hostilities between China and India and 
declaration of Emergency, it was necessary for the Governement of 
India and the various states to watch carefully the movemnts and 
activities of those persons who either individually or as part of 
any group were acting or likely to act in a manner prejudicial to the 
safety of India and the maintenance of public order. The Communist H 
Party of India was rift into two factions and the faction known as the H. 
Left Communist Party of India, which came to beknownas thepro- | 
Peking faction, had particularly to bewatched. The question of detain- 
ing persons belonging to this faction and who werealso.active was en- 
gaging the attention of the Governments and was.also discussed atthe 
Chief Ministers’ Conference. Our sources of intelligence continued 
to maintain a watch over the movements and activities of these indivi- 
duals. The Communist Party of India being an All India organisation 
with a wide network, the question with a wide of detention had necessa- 
rily to be considered on a national level, so that a co-ordinated and 
conserted action may be taken. It was in this context . that the Central 
Government communicated with the State Government.

On these statements the question which falls to be decided is, is it shown 
by the petitioners that the impugned orders of detention were passed 
for an ulterior purpose, orthatthey have been passed by the Chief 
Minister of Madras without satisfying himself. merely because the 
Union Home Minister thought thatthe petitioners should be q etained. 
Itis not disputed thatif the Union Home Minister wanted to make 
an order detaining the petitioners he could have made theorder him- 
self. But the contention is that the orders in fact have been made by 
the Government of Madras and itis, therefore, necessary to consider 
whether the Chief Minister of Madras satisfied himself or not 


In dealing with these pleas we cannot ignore the fact that the question about 

detaining the petitioners formed part of a large question about the atti- 

i tude which the Government of India and the State Government should 
adopt in respect of the activities of the party to which the petitioners 

belong. This party is known as the Left Communist Party of India 
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which came to be known as the pro-Peking faction ofthe Communist 
Party. It is therefore not surprising that this larger issue should have 
been examined by the Union Home Minister alongwith the Chief 
Ministers of the State in India. The sources of intelligence available ' 
to the Government of India had given it the relevant information. - 
Similarly the sources ofinformation available to the Governments of 
different States had supplied to their respective States the relevant 

- information about the political activities of the Left Communist Partv 
of India. Having considered these reports, the Union Home Minister 
and the Chief Ministers came to certain decision in regard to the 
approach which should be adopted by them in respect ofthe Left 
Communist Party in view ofthe Emergency prevailing in the country. 
This general decision naturally had no direct relation to any parti- 
cular individual as such . The decision in regard to the individual 
members of the Left Communist Party had inevitable to be left to the 
State Governments or the Union Government according to their dis- 
cretion. Itis conceded that the Union Government had in fact issued 
orders of detention against as many as 140 members of the Left Com- 
munist Party of India whereas different orders of detention have been 
passed by different State Governments against members of the Left 
Communist Party intheir respectiveStates. Itis inthe background of 
this position that the statements of the Union Home Minister as well as 
those of the Chief Minister of Madras have to be considered. 


Thus considered, we do not see any justification for the assumption that the deten- 
tion of the petitioners was ordered by the Chief Minister of Madras with- 
out considering the matter himself. Indeed, it is not denied that tne Chief 
Minister knows both the petitioners and he has stated categorically that he 
examined the materials in relation to the activities of the petitioners and 
he was satisfied that it was necessary to detain them. We see no reason 
whatever why this clear and unambiguous statement made by the Chief 
Minister of Madras should not be treated as true. As the Chief Minister 
States in his affidavit, his satisfation was both on the general question as to 
the need for detaining persons like the petitioners and on the individual 
question of each one of them. In this connection it is obvious that he was 
speaking for the Union Government and the State Governments as well, 
and when he spoke in the first person singular he was referringto cases with 
which he was concerned as the Union Home Minister and that would take 
in cases of persons whose detention has been ordered by the Union Govern- 
ment. There is therefore no inconsistency or conflict between the state- 
ments of the Union Home Minister and the affitdavit of the Chief Minister 
of Madras. That being so, we are satisfied that there is no substance in 
the grievance made by Mr. Chatterjee that the impugned orders of 
detention passed against the petitioners were made either mala fide or 
without the proper satisfation of the detaining authority." -— 


In the present cases the affidavit of the Home Minister reads:— 


“Ir Darbara Singh, Home and Developmet Minister, Punjab Government, do 
hereby solemnly affirm and say as under:— 


l. Isay that I have been Minister in charge of Home portfolio of the Punjab 
Government since July 1964 and all matters relating to detenus are 
put up before me through proper channel with all relevant records and 
papers, vide item No. 4 (Misc.) Rules of Business, Vol. I , page 28. 
The papers relating to the detention of the detenu inthe instant case were 

also out up before me. 


(2) I have been read the petition and affidavit of Shri——-——-————-—— dated

(3) I further say that I considered reports of intelligence and other material | 
relating to the activities of Shri——----_______and as a result thereof | 
I was Satisfied that his activities were prejudicial to the defence of a 
India and civil defence and that it was necessary to detain him with a 
view to preventing him from acting in any prejudicial manner. 
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(4) I also say that the detention order against the detenue was passed by me 
after examining his individual case and the assertion that the same was 
passed at the instance of Shri Gulzari Lal Nanda, the Union Home Minis- 
ter, Is incorrect.” 


It seems to me that even if the statement made in the last sentence is not strictly 
accurate in the sense that there had actually been some consultations between the Cen- 
tral Government and the State Government as regards the attitude to beadopted towards 
the pro-Chinese Wing. of the.Communist Party of India as has been described in the 
judgement of the Supreme Court, I still do not see sufficient reason for not accepting 
the assurance of the Home Minister that the activities of each of the petitioners were 
considered before the decision was taken that it was necessary to detain him. 


The next point which arises in all tne cases is the power of the Home Minister of 
the State of Punjab to pass an order for detention under rules 3 of the Defence of India 
Rules. Ourattention has been drawn to the Rules of Business ofthe Punjab Govern- 
ment, Part I, These are rules drawn up under clauses (2) and (3) of Article 166 of the Cons- 
titution by the Governor. The rules read :— 


(2) The business of the Government shall be transacted in the Departments 
specified in the Schedule annexed, and shall be classified and distributed 
i among those Departments as laid down therein. 


» 

(3) The Governor shall, on the advice of the Chief Minister, allot among the 
Ministersthe businessof the Government by assigning oneor more 
Department to the charge of a Minister ; 

Provided that nothing in this rule shall prevent the assigning of one Depart- 
ment to the charge of more than one Minister. 

(4) Each Department of the Secretariat shall consist of the Secretary to the Go- 
vernment, Who shall bethe official head ofthe Department. and of such 
other officers and servants subordinate to him as the State Government 
may determine ; 

Provided that: — 
(a) more than one Department may be placed in charge ofthesame Secretary, 
(D the work of a Department may be divided between two or more Secre- 
taries.'' 
> Then follows the Schedule by which the business is allocated among the various 
named Departments which are 33 in number. Admittedly there is no Home Depart- 
ment or Department of Home Affairs among these Departments. However, at the time 
when these orders were passed by the Home Minister the distribution of work among 
the Council of Ministers was governed by a Gazette Extraordinaiy notification of the 
7th ofJuly, 1964 in which Shri Darbara Singh was described as Home and Develop- 
ment  Mintsterand the portfolio allotted to him read-— : 
"(1) Home (including Integration). 
(2) Elections. 
(3) Community Development (including Panchayats, Panchayati Raj and 
Development of Hill Areas). 
(4) Agriculture. 
(5) Fisheries. 
(6 Animal Husbandry. 
(7) Dairying. 
(8 Co-operation." 
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In the Home Ministers’s affidavit the position was taken up that the Home port- 
folio consisted of Departments of which the Home Secretary was the official head 
This, however, does not appear to be entirely correct Since even in the distribution of 
work in the notification of the 7th of July, 1964 the Jails Department was allotted to 
the Chief Minister andat page 23 of pait I ofthe Rules of Business the Jails Depart- 
ment 15 shown as being administered through the Home Secretary, Moreover ordi- 
narily the Department of Law and Order would certainly appear to be included in the 
portfolio of the Home Minister and yet at page 26 ofthe Rules of Business it is stated 
that this Department is administered through the Chief Secretary. At thesame time 
it would seen that orders for detention under the Defence of India Rules are not inc- 
luded in the heads of business in the Department of law and Order. The only refe- 
rence to detentionis atitem No. 33 which reads 

"Preventive Detention Act, 1950 and Punjab Security ofthe State Act, 1951. 
including Advisory Board References relating to 


The power to issue orders of detention under the Defence of India Rules is 
claimed to be part of the business of the Home Minister as falling in the so-called 


Miscellaneous Department administered through the Home Secretary at page 28 where 
item No. 4 reads 


*Detenus, Security Prisoners and State Prisoners References relating to 
actual, detention of." 


Alttough it would have been better if intheallotment ofthe Home Portfolio to a 
particular Minister the exact nature of the tasks allotted to him were more clearly 
defined by specifying the particulars Departments categorised in the Schedule, since 
according torule 3 itis Departments, and not portfolios, which areto be allotted, there 
is no reason for not believing that in fact the Department of Law and Order and the 
Miscellaneous department administered through the Home Secretary fall within the 
scope of the Home Minister’s portfolio. The question therefore is whether under the 


Departments allotted to him was included the power of detaining under the Defence 
of India Rules. 


On one point there can be no doubt, namely that if the function of detaining for the 
reasons for which an order of detention has now been passed under the Defence of 
India Rules already existed in the Rule of Business there was no necessity for any fresh 
allocation among Ministers under Article 166(3) of the Constitution. This is settled 
by the following passage in the judgment of the Supreme Court in Godavari Shamrao 
Parulekar and another v the State of Maharashtra and others, A.LR. 1964 Supreme 
Court 1128— 


“The next argument is that there is no order of allocation made by the Governor 
or under Article 166 of the Defence ofIndia Ordinance and the Rules 
framed thereunder and therefore the allocation of business by the Rules ge 
of Business which were enforced by an order ofthe Governor dated May, 
1, 1960 would not be of any effect in allocating the subject of preventive 
detention arising under the Defence of India ordinance, Act and the 
Rules to the Minister and the Governor should have passed the order 
of detention himself. We are of opinion that there is no force in this 
contention. Allocation of business under Article 166(3) of the Consti- 
tution is not made with reference to particular laws which may be : 
in force at that time theallocation is made; itis made with reference to 
be three lists of the Seventh Schedule to the constitution for the executive 
power of the Centre and the State together extends to matters with 
respect to which parliament and the Legislature of a State may make 
laws. Therefore, when allocation of business is made itis made with , 
reference to the three lists in the seventh schedule and thus the allocation 
in the rules of business provides for all contingencies which may rise 
for the exercise of the executive power. Such allocation may be made 
even in advance of legislation made by Parliament makes to be 
available whenever parliament makes a legislation conferring, power on 
a state Government with respect to matters in list I of the seventh _ s 
schedule. It was therefore in our opinion not necessary that there i 
should have been an allocation made by the Governor under article 
166(3) ofthe power to detain under the Defence ofIndia Ordinance 
Act and rules after they were passed, it will be enough if the allocation 
of the subject , to which the defence of India ordinance,act and rules 
refer has been made with reference to the three lists in the seventh 
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schedule and if such allocation already exists, it may be taken advantage 
ofitand when laws are passed reference to the three lists in the Seventh 
Schedule and if such allocation already exists, it may be taken advantage 
of if and when laws are passed”. 


| In that case the detenus had been detained. by the Minister in charge of the 
Home Department of the Maharashtra : Government with a view to preventing them 
from acting in a manner prejudicial to the defence of India, the public safety. and the 
maintenance of public order. The grounds thus fell under two heads, one relating to 


the public order of the State, for which the state could legislate under item (3) in 


the concurrent lists in the seventh schedule to the constitution, and the second relating 
to the defence of India, which was a matter falling in the 
first list in the seventh schedule, 1.6. the Union  list.. However, 
section 40 of the defence of India Act permits the delegation of powers under the 
Act to the State Government even regarding matters on whichthe State Legislature is 
not competent to legislate. The rules of Business of the Maharashtra Government were 
examined and it was found that at item No. 7 inthe business of the Home Department 
(Special) provision was made for preventive detention for reasons connected with the 
security of the State, the maintenance of public order andso on, while at the same 
time, in the rules of Business relating to the so-called General Administration Depart- 
ment, provision was made at item No. 44 for preventive detention for reasons con- 
nected with defence, foreign affairs or the security of India. In these circumstances 
the only question that arose was whether the Minister who passed the order of detention 
was in charge of both the Departments concerned, and when it was found 
that he was so in charge the detention order was upheld 


In my opinion, however, it cannot possibly be said that there was anything in the 
Punjab: Government rules of Business which anticipated legislation by the Central 
Government enabling the state Government to detain persons under the Defence of 
India Rules such as existed in clear language in item No. 4 in the Central Administ- 
ration Department of the Maharashtra Government. Prima facie the only function of 
detention provided for in the Punjab Rules of Business is detention under the Preventive 
Detention Act of 1952 or the Punjab Security of the State Act of 1951, which appears 
at item No. 33 inthe business of the Department of law and order Administered by the 
Home Minister through the Chief Secretary. It seems to me to be straining the language 
beyond endurance toread into item No.4 of the business of the miscellaneous Depart- 
ment administered through the Home Secretary any function of detaining under any 
Act. Indeed the plain meaning of the two items appears to me to be that matters relat- 
ing to passing of orders of detention under the Preventive Detention Act and the 
Punjab Security of the State Act are to be dealt with by the Home Minister through the 
Chief Secretary, and that the other item to be dealt with by the Home Minister through 
the Home Secretary merely relates to the conditions of detention of persons already 
ordered to be detained either under the Preventive Detention Act orthe Punjab Security 


ofthe State Act. When headings are drawn up as in the lists of departmental busi- 


ness contained in the schedule it is ordinary practice to put-the main subject {first and 


then details afterwards and . andifitem No. 4 in the Miscellaneous Departments 


business were put into ordinary English it would read, “References relating to actual 
detention of detenus, security prisoners and State Prisoners Here the words 'security 


prisoners’ would evidently refer to prisoners detained under the (Central) Preventive 


Detention Act and the words ‘State Prisoners’ to persons detained under the Punjab 

Security of the State Act. In either case the subject is merely confined to administrative 
matters relating to the conditions of detention for any reason whatever can possibly be 
read into the words 


As a matter of fact it would not appear that the manner in which the functions 
relating to detention were set out in the Maharashtra Rules of Business was in antici- 
pation intelligent or otherwise, of the delegation of powers to the State Government under 
jo Rive ofindia Act and Rules. Section 3 of the Preventive . Detention 

ct reads:— 


“ (1) The Central Government or the State Government may:— 


(a) ifsatisfied with respect to any person that with a view to preventing him 
from acting in any manner  prejudicial to— 


(i) the defence of India, the relations of India with foreign powers or 
the security of India 


(ii) the security of the State or the maintenance of public order, or 


(iii) the maintenance of supplies and services essential tothe commu- 
nity 
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Thus the State Governments were already empowered under the Preventive 
Detention Act Section 3 (1) (a) (i) to detain on grounds contained in List I on which 
only the Central Government could legislate. Such being the case, itis unfortunate 
that when power to detain under the Defence of India Rules was delegated to the State 
Government item No. 33 in the business of the Department of Law and Order, Punjab 
Rules of Business conducted through the Chiet Secretary was not amended so as to 
include such detention. Since merely the grounds of detention were mentioned in 
the functions of the different departments in the Maharashtra Rules of Business, and b 
not particular Acts as here, no amendment of those rules became necessary when the 
power to detain under the Defence of India Rules was delegated to the Maharash- 
tra Government. 

It might perhaps have been argued that since detention on the grounds on which 
the present detentions have been ordered was already within the functions of the Home 
Minister whose portfolio included the Department of Law and Order, though only 
under the Preventive Detention Act, these detentions were not outside the scope of ~ 
his functions. This argument would, however, havetobe repelled on two grounds. 
In the first place this was not the position adopted on behalf ofthe respondents who 


took their stand on the position that additional powers of detention beyond those feri 
at item No. 33 were conferred by item No. 4 of the business done through the Home K 
Secretary, point with which I have dealt above. At this stage nosuch new position 

could be adopted. Inthe second place, although these detentions might all have ww 


been ordered under the powers conferred by the Preventive Detention Act, in factthey 
were not, and they were specifically made under rule 30 of the Defence ofIndia Rules 
Nor can they now be deemed to have been made under the Preventive Detention Act 
since the incidents of detention under this Act differ considerably from those of deten- 
tion under rule 30. For instance in detentions under the Preventive Detention Act 
the detenu has to be supplied with a copy of the grounds of his detention so as to enable 
him to make a representation to the detaining authority, and the decisions of the courts 
have seen to it that these grounds have to be detailed and specific. Thedetenu also has 
to be allowed to have his case considered by an Advisory Board composed of responsi- 
ble persons who can hear him personally and also call for further information from the 
Government. No such privileges and safeguards exist in the case of detention under the 
Defence of India. Rules 
For these reasons I am of the opinion that the detention orders of the present 
petitioners are bad for the reasons that their detention could not be ordered by the Home 
Minister in exercise of the functions conferred on him by the Rules of Business of the 
Punjab Government. Although the detention of R.P. Manchanda has been ordered 
to prevent him from acting in manner prejudicial to the maintenance of public order 
the same arguments apply in his case also | 
Only one other point remains regarding the order of detention of Harkishen Singh 
Surjeet who it appears is ordinarily resident of this State ; but in December, 1964 when 
the decision to take general action against Pro-Chinese Communists was taken happened 
to be in the State of Kerala. Orders for his detention were passed both by the Govern- 
ments of Kerala and of this State and he was actually arrested and detained under the 
orders of the Kerala State Government, but about three months later, after some 
consultation between the States and the Centre the order of the Kerala State Govern 
ment was cancelled and Harkishan Singh Surjeet was transferred to this State 
and detained under the order passed by this Government. The argument was 
advanced that he ought to be released because the only effective order of detention that 
was passed by the Kerala Government had been cancelled, and the order of the Govern- 
ment of this State had been a nullity from the beginning because of the order of the Kerala 
Government. There does not appear to me to be any force In this argument since clearly 
all that happened was that two orders were passed one of which was superfluous, and 
now, all that has happened is that the order of this State has been made effective on his 
transfer here and the unnecessary order of the Kerala Government cancelled. His 
petition nevertheless is entitled to succeed on the ground set out above. The result is 
that I would accept the petitions of the Left Wing Communist detenus as well as of 
R.P.Manchanda and order their release

AWARD 


This is a reference under Section 10 of the Industrial Dispute Act made by 
the Government by No. 6557-VIII-USLab-60/3189, dated the 3rd February, 1961, 
for' determination of the following industrial dispute between the workmen and 
the management of Messrs Girson Textile Mills, Ludhiana.— | 


Whether the action of the management in laying off/not providing work/ 
terminating the services of the workmen (as per list attached) with 
effect from 9th September, 1960 was justified and ip order? if not, to what 
relief they are entitled ? 


On notices having been issued to the parties, the Union representing the 
workmen stated that the Respondent Mills employed about 107 workers and that 
the manage ment refused entry and work to all of them on 9th September, 1960 or 
at any time thereafter without giving any notice oflay off, retrenchment, closure, 
dismissal or termination of service. The conciliation proceedings having failed this 
reference was made in respect of 74 of those workmen (list attached with the 


reference) and they claim to be marked present since 9th September, 1960 and to be 


paid full back wages. The management madea short out of the whole affair and 
took up the only plea that the persons concerned were not its workmen, but each 
one of them was an independent contractor and therefore they were not entitled 
to any relief. Nothing as to what had actually happened on 9th September, 1960 
and as to whether the persons concerned were layed off or refused to be provided 
work or whether their services were terminated was stated. The following issues 
arose out of the pleading— 


1. Whether the persons mentioned in the list attached to the reference 
were not workmen but were individual contractors and, therefore, no 
question of their lay off etc. arises ? 

2. Whether the action of management in laying off, not providing work or 
terminating the services of the workmen (as per list attached) with effect 
from 9th September, 1960 was justified and in order. 

3. If issue No. 2 be decidedin favour of the workmen to what relief they 
are entitled ? 
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Issue No. 1 


In support of this issue the management examined Shri Balwant Singh and 
Shri Amrit Lal,its Supervisor and Accountant, respectively, who stated that the names 
of the persons concerned were not entered in the attendance register because they — 
were independent contractors and were paid on piece-rate basis and that no time 
was fixed for their working inthe Mills, they could come and go at any time they 
liked. They further stated that the Mills closed in September, 1960, and thereafter 
only the medical staff, the sweepers and the Chaukidars continued in service and 
all others stopped working. In rebuttal the Union examined as many as 14 of the 
work men concerned who unanimously stated that they were regular employees of the 
Respondent, some being paid monthly salary anu others on piece-rate basis, that 
they attended and worked at the Mills at fixed timings and their attendance was . 
duly noted, they had to and did apply for to obtain leave if they, for any reason, 
Could notattend, that they were all governed by the Provident Fund and the 
employees State Insurance Schemes and that they were refused to be given any 
work when they attended on the 9th September, 1960, and on any day thereafter. 
Some of them have further stared that they were on certain occasions charge-sheeted á 
by the management. Almost every one of them has produced his gate pass and 
the Provident Fund and the Employees State Insurance fShri Bakshish Rai-Inspector, 
Employees State Insurance Corporation, Ludhigna, hasappeared and stated that 
he used to visit and inspect the Mills in his official capacity and that on inspection of 
the books and other documents of the Respondent and its working he had-come 
to the conclusion that the work at the Mills was not done through contractors but 
by regular employees of the Respondent. Tarsem Lal, Upper Division Clerk of the ww 
office of the Regional Provident Fund Commissioner, Ambala produced the state- 
ment of Provident Fund contribution prepared and filed by the Respondent with 
the department and alsoa copy of therepresentation made by the respondent on 
23rd December, 1959 to the effect that the persons working withit were not covered 
by the term ‘employees’ Fund Act, but were independent Contractors. The represent- 
ation was, however, rejected by the Registrar, Provident Fund Commissioner,—vide 
his order dated 21st April, 1960. | 


Certain matters having remained in the dark, after the parties had closed 
their respective cases, I examined Shri M. R. Mittal representative of the manage- 
ment as a court witness and also got a statement (Ext. R. 4) prepared and filed by 
the management giving the length of service of each of the concerned workmen and 
the mode of payment of wages to him. He states: all the persons concerned, 
excepting Tehal Singh (No. 6 in the list attached to the reference) and Nachhatar 
Singh (No. 51) worked with the respondent as its employees till 30th April, 1960. 
Nachhatar Singh had already left service on 8th September, 1959 and Tehal Singh ` 
on 7th October, 1959. The remaining 72 of them started working as independent 
contractors from 1४ May, 1960, continved to work as such up to 9th Septe mber, 
1960 when the respondent Closed the Mills on account of certain disputes having 
arisen between the partners. No document was executed when the status of the 
Persons concerned as workmen was, charged to that of independent contractors ; 
it was only by means of an oral agreement noted in the Attendance Register. The eal 
piece-rate workers continued working at the same rates and those who were paid te 
o3 monthly basis (23 in number) were made piece-rated on term orally and 
individually settled with them. Wages paid to them were no longer entered in the | 
wages register but on separate sheets taken out of that Register. Prior to 30th | 
April, 1569 and also thereafter up to 9th September, 1960, the Mills worked all the | 
26 hours and in three shifts. ` 


The allegation of there being an oral agreement between the workers and the 
Management is nothing but an after-thought and has to be rejected. No mention 
of it was made un the written statement filed by the management or by either of 
'ts witnesses. No question in cross examination regarding the alleged oral agree- 
ment was putto any of the workmen examined on behalf of the Union. There 
is no proof of evidence to corroborate the statement of Mr. Mittal examined as a 
court witness. A representi;tion had in fact been made much earlier, i. e., on 23rd 
December, 1959 that the persons working with the respondent were not its | 
employees but were independent contractors and that representation was rejected 
by the Central Provident Fund Commissioner on 21st April, 1960. 1 does not 
stand to reason that if any agreement was arrived at between the parties within 
nine days of the said order that would not have been reduced to writing.

The case of the respondent that the persons concerned were not its workmen 
was not put forward at any stage of the conciliation proceedings. The relevant 
record of the proceedings was produced by Shri Tara Singh, Labour and Conciliation 
Officer, Ludhiana (A 2) and he stated that Mr. B. C. Nanda, who appeared 

णा before him as attorney of the management on 29th September, 1960, on the other 
hand, admitted that the workers will not be marked absent and will be considered 
presenting themselves for duty ever since 9th September, 1960. It is so recorded 
in his order dated 29th September, 1960 (Ext. A. 2/30). 


A partfrom all this, the facts disclosed by Mr. M. R. Mittal or stated by 
management's two witnesses cannot be regarded as sufficient to conclude that 

, the relation ship of master and servant had ceased, to exist on 30th 
Apiil, 1960 or at any time thereafter. Prior to 30th April. it is 
admitted that the relationship did exist. The Well recognised Test in 
the matter is whether the employer has only the right to direct the employee 
what work he is to do or whether he has the further right to direct how the work 

is to be done. The relationship of master and servant imports the existence of 

power of the employer not onlyto direct what the servant is to do but also the 

. manner in whichthe work is to be done. In case fof a contract for service 
the master can order or require what is to be done while in the case of a contract 
of service he can not only order or require what is to be done but also how it 

shal! be done (vide 1957, I LIJ 177 S.C.) 


= In view of allthe facts of the case I have no hesitation to hold that the 
persons concerned were and continued to be the workmen of the Respondent and 
decide theissue against the management. The persons were to work inside the 
factory and at fixed hours. They had to submit applications and obtain leave for 
absenting themselves. The nature of the work done by them required a good 
deal of control and supervision by the management. The mere fact that they were 
piece-rated, even if that were so, cannot be regarded as a decisive factor. 


Issues No. 2 and 3 


The case for the management is that certain disputes had arisen between the 
partners of the concern in the beginning of September, 1960,and the Mills, therefore, 
had to be suddenly closed on 9th. The Union contests, though only half-heartedly, 
the bona fides of the closure, and some of the workmen doubted even the factum 
of closure, and stated tha: the Mills had started working as before. There is no 
evidence whatsoever that there was any reason, other than the one stated by 
Mr. Mittal, for closing the Mills on9th September, 1960. There appears to have 
been no trouble between the employees and the management, for which the latter 
wanted to get rid of them. At the close of the argument I, without any previous 
notice to management, inspected the Mills accompanied by the representative of the 
parties and found that only 3 or 4 of the looms out of 72 and two out of the 14 
winding machines were in working order. Three or four spinners and two winders 

os were present and they stated to be doing some casual work. The impression which 

i I gathered, and that was shared by the representatives of the Union as well, was 
that the Mills had for al intents and purpores remained closed for a long time, 
not improbably from 9th September, 1960. There being no reliable evidence to the 
contrary that case for the respondent has, therefore, to be accepted. But since it is 
not shown that the undertaking was closed dowh on account of any unavoidable 
circumstances beyond the control of the employer and the case is not proved to fall 
under the proviso to Section 25 (FFF) I (F), the compensation has to be calculated 
as provided by Section 25 (F) of the Act, as already observed the only reason stated 
for the closure is that disputes had arisen between the partners. What those dis- 
putes were and how that necessitated the closure of the concern is not stated. Even 
that fact was disclosed at the very last stage of the case by Mr. Mittal when he was 
called as a court witness. There is thus no evidence what so ever that the circumst- 
ances on account of which the undertaking was closed were unavoidable and beyond 
the control of the Respondent, 


Out of the 74 workmen concerned in the reference Tahal Singh (No. 6) and 

Nacihatar Singh (51) had already left service of the respondent on 7th October, 

1953 and 8th September, 1959, respectively. Nanu ram (27), Darshan Singh (23), 

"S Natuna Singh (43), Bhag Singh (44), Des Raj (57), Baldev Raj (61) and Jagjiwan Singh 
(70) do not appear to have been in continuous services of the Respondent for 

one year on 9th September, 1960. These seven and also Tahal Singh and Nachhatar 
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Singh, who already left service, are, therefore, not entitled to any compensation. 
The remaining 65 of the workmen mentioned in the list attached to reference are 
cntitled to compensation, as provided by Section 25 (F) of the Act. They shall get 
one months wages in lieu of notice and also compensation equivalent to 15 days 
average pay of wages for every completed year of service or any part thereof in 

. excess of six months, The payment shall be made within three months of the 
publication of the award. 


I decide the issue and pass my award accordingly.

Gurdaspur, Karnal, Hoshiarpur and Kangra. During the year 1965-66, 
this programme has been further extended to 30 blocks on an area of 
‘312,000 acres under the package of improved practices. As a result of 
intensive campaign and the use of increased inputs like improved seeds, 
fertilizers, insecticides etc., the production of crop showed a remarkable 
increase. The crop has given a record production of 6.62 lakh tons of 
rice during the year 1964-65 as against the previous highest figure of 
5.29 lakh tons during the year 1963-64. The average yield per acre 
reported last year was 21 maunds which is the highest obtained so far. 


Hybrid Maize— 


(vi) In order to popularise the use of hybrid maize seed, a scheme 
was introduced in 1961-62 in the districts of Karnal, Ambala, Patiala, 
Sangrur, Ludhiana, Jullundur, Ferozepur, Hoshiarpur, Kapurthala, 
Amritsar, Gurdaspur and Kangra, for the purpose of laying out demons- 
tration plots etc. As a result of the efforts made under this scheme so 
far, the area under Hybrid Maize has risen to nearly 31,000 acres = — 
during the year 1964-65. About 5,000 maunds of seed of Hybrid maize 
was supplied.

A Committee consisting 
the.Head ofthe Institution, two Senior Lecturers and two students should be imme- 
diately formed in each College whileinthe High /Higher Secondary Schools and Middle 
Schools the Committee should consist of the Head of the Institution. Two seniormost 
Teachers and two students besides a prominent member of Parents-Teacher Association, 
if available, tolook after the work of collections and each Member should also, sign in 
the register maintained for the purpose in token of the correctness of the contributions 
received. The collections so made will be retained by the Head of the Institution con- 
cerned till further orders. In the case of Primary Schools, however, the Heads of 
Institutions would make collections in. the presence of the Sarpanch or a 
representative deputed by the local Panchayat whose signatures shall be secured in the 
collection register which shall also be signed by the Head of the School.

You will kindly excuse me for bringing to your notice the fact that there is a widely- 
held feeling of grievance in this State that the principle of balance regional development 
is not being adequately observed in determining the location of newcentral industrial 
projects inthe country. It is felt that the Punjab State has been allocated dispropor- 
tionately meagre share out of the centrally sponsored industrial projects. During the 
period of the first three Plans, the total financial outlay on these projects aggregated to 
about Rs 2,130 crores.As against this the Punjab was allotted only two projects with the 
total capital investiment of about Rs 30 crores which constituted only 1.4 per cent of the 
total investment. Even out of these two projects, one namely the Nangal Fertilizer 
Factory is morea liability than an asset to the State. This factory is intensively power 
based and takes away a good portion of the power produced at Bhakra, thereby thwarting 
new industries from coming up in the State and in its turn it neither gives any large scale 
employment nor generates any new or ancillary industrial growth 


vc 2. It is sometimes argued that investment in Steel Plants, which must necessarily ` 

| be located in close proximity to iron-ore and coal deposits, should not be reckoned 
while calculating the share of central investments in various regions. You will kindly 
agree that this logic is entirely fallacious and at several forums it has been conceded 
at the highest level that location of central projects should be so selected, that as far as 
possible an equitable share of the central investment in public sector projects, should 
fall to the share of various States; and that the areas where deposits of iron-ore, coal 
or oil do not occur, should receive other central projects which do not need to be 
located necessarily near such deposits. Consequently it is only fair to expect that States 
like Punjab which cannot get Steel Plants or oil refineries, should get projects like 
Heavy Electricals, Compressors Plants and the like, so as to raise the central capital 
spending to an equitable size. . 


3. During the period of the first three plans, theState's industrial growth even 

in the private sector has been hampered owing mostly to the situation obtaining as 

a consequence of partition. Thus, with inadequate allocations out of the public sector 

projects and slow growth rate in the private sector, the State has continued to remain 

industrially very backward and the State's economy continues to be heavily based on 

; agriculture. Nearly 47 per cent of the net output and 66 per cent of employment is 
=. accounted for by agriculture an d allied activities. The contribution of industry is only 
i about 11 per cent on output and 9.3 per cent in employment. The percentage of indus- 
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trial employment in the organised sector in the State comes to only about 0.6 as against 
over 2 per cent in West Bengal, 1.97 in Maharashtra and 1.72in Gujrat, Our per capita 
industrial investment also stands at the low level of Rs 42.51 as compared to Rs 153.54. in 
West Bengal and Rs 170.54 in Maharashtra 


- 4, The Fourth Plan period is likely to be of decisive importance in determining 
the prospects of industrial progress in this State and failure to build up a sufficiently 
strong industrial base during this period might perpetuate the — State's backwardness 
in this sphere almost for ever. Our existing industrial economy is dominated by small 
scale industries, which in the future will be able to survive not independently but only 


.as ancillary to large scale and heavy industries 


| 5. We have made detailed representations , supported by facts and figures, 
some time back to Government of India, for the location of three new projects in the 
State viz., heavy electricals, ball bearings and air compressors and heavy pumps. We 
have abundance of engineering skills and an ambitious programme of power generation 
We also feel that for sound development of agriculture the three projects already 
suggested by us a few more will need to be located inthis region, We cannot hope to be 
able to persuade private sector to establish heavy engineering projects.in the State and

The surplus arising in the agricultural sector is an 
important source for earning foreign exchange. Moreover, the development of agricul- 
ture is very essential for the much needed economic progress in the rural sector. Over 
Ë 70 per cent of the population being dependent on agriculture, tue improvement in their 
living standards can be achieved only when agricultural productivity is raised appreciably. 
The total population of the State according to 1961 census is 2,03,06,812 out of which 
79.9 per cent are ruralites and depend directly or indirectly on agriculture for their 
livelihood.

(c) The enquiry officer had expressed the doubt that the agenda, for 
holding the general meeting of the society, fixed for 23rd May, 1965, was 
written in the resolution dated 14th May, 1965 and it was changed to 8th 
May, 1965. The enquiry Officer apprehended that the Secretary of the So. 
ciety Was responsible to effect this alteration.
